HEN you see “Manhandled”’—— 

you probably will—take along a 
pocket flashlight and a good _ book. 
Watch the picture for about two reels, 
then turn on the light and start read- 
ing—resuming your scrutiny of the film 
along about the fifth reel. Thus you 
will divide your time profitab!y, deriv- 
ing from the hour so spent the max- 
imum of entertainment and enlighten- 
ment. 

“Manhandled” is another instalment 
in the Gloria Swanson transformation 
series. It enables Miss Swanson to 
follow the course which was first 
charted for her in “The Humming 
Bird” and, while it fails to live up to 
the high promise established therein, it 
at least proves that she is traveling 
in the right direction. 

Miss Swanson appears as a frowsy 
little shop-girl who manages to rise 
above the ribbon counter and to marry 
the young Irish mechanic who has in- 
vented-a- fuel- saving-device-which- has- 
been-accepted-by-the-big - magnates-out- 
in- Detroit-and-will-make-him-a-million- 
aire-in-no-time. The picturesque Gloria 
is excellent in this part, as is Tom 
Moore, the Hibernian hero.
